Companion Are 
Killed in Fall 


BANFF, Alta., Sept. 8—(CP)— 
Losing their footing on a precari- 
ous ledge of Mount Sarrail, 60 
miles south of here at 11 a.m, 
Saturday, two men hurtled to 
their deaths on the rocks 2,000 
feet below. 

They were: 

Harry R. Webb, 41, professor of 
engineering at the University of 
Alberta. 

Bruce Broderick, 29, provincial 
forest ranger at Kananaskis. 

According to R.C.M.P. here, who 
investigated the accident, the 
men had climbed up the face of 
the remote peak to investigate the 
sources of mountain streams flow- 
ing into lower Kananaskis lake, 
being converted into a water pow- 
er reservoir, 


FOUR IN PARTY 
Two other men, Fred McPher- 


son and Allistair Ross, accom- 
panied them. 
When the party had ascended 


about 2,000 feet up the face of the 
mountain, Broderick and Webb 
were ahead of the other two, 


McPherson and Ross told police 
that one of the men appeared to 
lose his footing, stumbled, lurch- 
ed against his companion and the 
couple plunged into space. Their 
bodies were located later by 
workers of the Calgary Power 
Company, which is erecting a 
dam in the region to store water 
in the lake. 

Badly crushed the bodies were 
taken to Banff, and Broderick’s

Soviet-Japanese 
Break Said Near 


CHUNGKING, Sept. 8.—(AP),— 
Reports circulated in foreign circles 
here today that Japanese Ambas- 
sador Naotake Sata had presented 
recent “suggestions” to Russia 
which the Soviet government found 
unacceptable, and that as a result a

I wish that all the American people could read all the 
citations for various medals recommended for our soldiers, 
sailors and marines. I am picking out one of these citations 


which tells of the accomplishments of Lieut. John James | 
Powers, United States navy, during three days of the battle 


with Japanese forces in the Coral sea. 


During the first two days, Lieut. Powers, flying a dive- 
bomber in the face of blasting enemy anti-aircraft fire, 
demolished one large enemy gunboat, put another gunboat 
out of commission, severely damaged an aircraft carrier 
which burst into flames and sank soon after. 


Determined to Get Direct Hit 


The official citation describes the morning of the third | 
day of battle. As the pilots of his squadron left the ready 
room to man their planes, Lieut. Powers said to them, | 
“Remember, the folks back home are counting on us. I am 
going to get a hit if I have to lay it on their flight deck.” 


He led his section down to the target from an altitude 
of 18,000 feet, through a wall of bursting anti-aircraft | 
shells and swarms of enemy planes. He dived almost to the 
very deck of the enemy carrier, and did not release his 
bomb until he was sure of a direct hit. He was last seen 
attempting recovery from his dive at the extremely low 
altitude of 200 feet, amid a terrific barrage of shell and 
bomb fragments, smoke, flame and debris from the 


plpsion of his own bomb. But he had made good his 
promise to “lay it on the flight deck.”

Today I sent a message to the Congress, pointing out 
the overwhelming urgency of the serious domestic econ- 
omic crisis with which we are threatened. Some call it 
“inflation,” which is a vague sort of term, and others call 
it a “rise in the cost of living,” which is much more easily 
understood by most families. 


That phrase, “the cost of living,” means essentially 
what a dollar can buy. 


Living Cost Up 15 per cent 


From Jan. 1, 1941, to May of this year, the cost of living 
went up about 15 per cent. At that point we undertook to! 
freeze the cost of living. But we could not do a complete job 
of it, because the congressional authority at the time ex- 
empted a large part of farm products used for food and for 
making clothing; though several weeks before I had asked 
the Congress for legislation to stabilize all farm prices. 


At that time I had told the Congress that there were 
seven elements in our national economy, all of which had 
to be controlled; and that if any one essential element re- 
mained exempt, the cost of living could not he held down. 


On only two of these points—both of them vital however 
did I call for congressional action. These were: first, taxation; 
and, second, the stabilization of all farm prices at parity. 


“Parity” is a standard for the maintenance of good farm 
prices. It was established as our national policy in 1933. It 
means that the farmer and the city worker are on the same 
relative ration with each other in purchasing power as they 
were during a period some 30 years ago—at a time when the 
farmer had a Satisfactory purchasing power. One hundred 
per cent parity, therefore, has been accepted by farmers as 
the fair standard for their prices. 


Congress Prohibits Farm Ceiling 


Last January, however, the Congress passed a law for- 
bidding ceiling on farm prices below 110 per cent of parity on 
some commodities. On other commodities the ceiling was 
even higher so that the average possible ceiling is now about 
116 per cent of parity for agricultural products as a whole. 


A This act of favoritism for one particular group in the 
community increased the cost of food to everybody—not 
only to the workers in the city or in the munitions plants, 
and their families, but also to the families of the farmers 
themselves. 


Since last may, ceilings have been set on nearly all com- 
modities, rents and services, except the exempted farm pro-| 
ducts. Installment buying has been effectively controlled. 


Wages in certain key industries have been stabilized on 
the basis of the present cost of living. 


It is obvious, however, that if the cost of food continues | 
to go up, as it is doing at present, the wage earner, particu- 


larly in the lower brackets, will haye a right to an increase | .,\4 on Diappe, Aug, 19 had heen

Can Control Increasing Costs 


Our experience with the control of other prices during 
the past few months has brough out one important fact—the 


rising cost of living can be controlled, providing all elements |

‘Storming of Dieppe 
P Says F.D.R. ‘Indispensable’ Part 


Of Allied Strategy 


LONDON, Sept. 8.—(CP)—Prime Minister Churchill 
told the House of Commons today that the storming by 
Canadian and British troops of Hitler's Europe at Dieppe 
was the “indispensable preliminary” to bigger undertakings 
and that Britain's army in Egypt “now is stronger actually 


and relatively than it ever has been.” 


Britain, he reported in a war summary to the recon- 
vened parliament, “may be confident in our ability to 
maintain a successful defence for Egypt not for days or 
weeks, but for several months ahead.” 


Speaking of Dieppe, Mr. Churchill said ‘military credit 
for this most gallant affair goes to the Canadian troops, who 
formed five-sixths of the assaulting force, and to the Royal 
Navy, which carried them all there and carried most of them 
back.” 


Mention of Canadians Cheered 


Mention of the Canadians was greeted with cheers. 

The Prime Minister added it was a mistake to speak or 
write of Dieppe as a commando raid though some commando 
troops distinguished themselves remarkably in it. 


“The raid must be considered as a reconnaissance in 
force,” Mr, Churchill continued. “It was a hard, savage 
clash such as are likely to become increasingly numerous 
as the war deepens. We had to get information necessary 
before launching operations on a much larger scale.” 


He said that apart from its informational and recon- 
naissance value, the Dieppe raid “brought on an extremely 
satisfactory air battle in the west, which the fighter com- 
mand wish they could repeat every week.” 


Enemy Losses Great as Our Own 


“It inflicted perhaps as much loss on the enemy in killed 
and wounded as we suffered ourselves,” he continued. “I 
personally regard the Dieppe assault—to which I gave my 
sanction—asg an indispensable preliminary to full-scale oper- 
ations.

Will Accept Responsibility, Act

3—In the Mediterranean and 
the Middle East area the British, 
together with South Africans, Aus- 
tralians, New Zealanders, Indian 
troops and others of the United Na- 
tions, including ourselves, are fight- 
ing a desperate battle with the 
Germans and Italians.

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Trade Fields to the South 

A commercial air service is being in- 
augurated between Canada, the United 
States and Mexico, At the opening cere- 
monies Hon. James A. MacKinnon repre- 
sented Canada, and as might be expected 
is taking the opportunity thus presented 
to talk trade matters with the authorities 
in Mexico City. 

Against the dislocations caused by the 
war may be placed a wholly new concep- 
tion in Canada of the possibility of build- 
ing up business relations with Mexico and 
the countries which lie beyond. 

The Mexican capital, it can be sur- 
mised, will not long be the terminus of 
the new air line and this will be extended 
into a service connecting this Dominion 
with the republics in Central and South 
America. 

Canadian manufacturers have already 
made entry into many of these countries 
and the circumstances which shut them 
off from other fields are drawing keener 
attention to the possibilities in these 
southern regions. Trade connections made 
now should be particularly useful in post- 
war days, when our war-expanded in- 
dustries will be seeking markets for peace- 
time products of unprecedented volume. 

Heavy export of agricultural products 
to the southern countries can hardly be 
expected, but there is an opportunity to 
sell there many, kinds of manufactured 
goods which in pre-war years were im- 
ported from Europe. Now is the time to 
make the arrangements, official and 
private.

The First Round 


The first stage of the battle of Egypt 
resulted favorably for the Allies. At the 
end of the four day bout Rommel’s panzer 
and armored divisions were back where 
they started from, without having con- 
‘tacted the major defending forces, 

The despatches make clear that the 
round was a victory for the air force and 
the artillery, Empire and: United States 
tank units and other ground forces having 
been engaged little and some formations 
not at all. Bombs and shells turned back 
the attackers. 

This of course was only the opening 
clash, perhaps initiated by Rommel with a 
view to finding weak spots in the defense 
lines. Since his pathfinder divisions did 
not reach the lines except at one point, he 
cannot have got much information, except 
as to the strength and accuracy of the air 
force and artillery that is pitted against 
him. 

General Alexander is evidently leaving 
the initiative with the enemy. He has 
given no sign yet of taking the offensive. 
It is Rommel who must do the attacking, 
and decide when to make another try. 
The Allies can afford to wait; he can’t 
wait indefinitely. 

Time in that theatre is on our side. 
Rommel is closer to his sources of supply, 
but that advantage is passing as oppor- 
tunity is given the Allies to move men and 
equipment over the round-about routes 
from Britain and the United States to the 
Nile. That more reinforcements and muni- 
tions are now on the way is to be sup- 
posed. The Axis commander is not likely 
to wait until they arrive. 

The outcome is uncertain, despite the 
result of the opening clash, and the fate 
of the Middle East is in the balance. But 
that our bombers and guns were able to 
take on the enemy in full force and stop 
his first drive is cause for confidence that 
Egypt will be held and the plans of the 
Fuehrer in that area frustrated.

Stalingrad 


Stalingrad is in deadly peril. Moscow 
makes no attempt to disguise the fact. 

On the contrary, communiques from 
the Russian capital tell of the enormous 
forces Hitler has massed, and is. still 
massing, in his desperate attack on the 
great industrial centre. That the city may 
have to be given up is the plainly implied 
admission in these announcements. 

But the communiques say something 
else that is worth noting. They say the 
Russians are outnumbered at every point 
of attack. If this is so, it is because the 
ample reserves of the Red army have not 
been thrown into the struggle, for Rus- 
slan manpower exceeds that of Germany 
and its subject allies. , 

Stalingrad is highly important, as a 
munitions centre, as a_ transportation 
pivot, and because its loss would give the 
Nazis a foot-hold on the Volga which they 
might be able to extend to the Caspian. 
But the Russian army is far more im- 
portant than Stalingrad, and if the city is 
to be given up because the defenders are 
outnumbered, that can only mean that 
Timoshenko is keeping his army intact 
even at the cost of losing the city, 

When Hitler invaded Russia he said 
plainly that his task was to destroy the 
Russian army. That he has not done, has 
not come within measureable distance of 


doing, and has no present prospect of 
being able to do.

Stalingrad only to tind that the defending 
line has been moved another day’s march 
to the east and north, he will have gained 
a still more remote outpost at a frightful

Germany is now between fires, from 
Britain-based bombers in the west and 
Russian bombers in the east.

A Summary of a Broad- 
cast Delivered Over 
CFRN September 5.

To attempt to bring the picture 
of the war up-to-date, after two 
months, is to realize how astonish- 
ingly quick-moving this conflict is, 
in spite of its apparent doldrums, 
and to realize how amazingly much 
can be compressed into a com- 
paratively short 
period of time. 

As I seek to re- 
view the events» 
yf this period, it 
becomes _ plainly 
apparent that 
while territory 
has been lost, in 
some _ instances, 
the position of 
the Allied Na- 
tions, on the 
whole, is immea- 
surably stronger 
than it was at the end June. 

Aciual military events do not jus- 
tify a great deal of optimism. But 
our potential strength is growing at

a tremendous rate. Production, both | 


on this continent and in Britain, 
has materially increased. 

The comparative freedom from 
air raids in England has enabled 
English factories to catch up with 
their schedules. Organization of 
manpower in this country and in 
the United States has speeded up 
and will still further speed up the 
output of planes and tanks and 
munitions, 

All this has had two highly im- 
portant results: 

It has given the Allies air con- 
trol over the English Channel and 
over a part of occupied Europe. 

It has slowed up the Japanese 
advance in the Pacific. 


Lost Momentum 


This latter consideration is of im- 
mense importance because it Nc 
only minimizes Japan's immediate 
gains, but also makes it more diffi- 
cult for her to realize future gains 
in the broader sense, since she has 
lost that rolling momentum of con- 
tinued victory which was Hitler's 
greatest advantage in Europe in 
1940 and which is a priceless mili- 
tary asset in any war. 

Thus, while we realize that the 
Japanese war machine is a tre- 
mendously powerful and effective 
instrument of conquest and while 
we are convinced that the Japanese 
must be utterly crushed before we 
can feel rid of them, we also know 


| that they have lost the great asset 


of initial momentum. We know that 
we can now face them on equal 
terms of manpower and equipment. 

In that sense we can be assured 
that there is absolutely no doubt 
of the ultimate result. 

We are no longer facing a 
strange, weird power of unknown 
capabilities whose uncanny luck 
adds to its menace and imposes a 
moral handicap upon us, but a 
power whose strength can be cal- 
culated mathematically in normal 
and unterrifying terms. 

This is an important change in 
our favor. 


Air Control 


The second result of our increas- 
ed production, allied air control 
over the Channel and over occupied 
France, is also of primary signifi- 
cance, 

In all the operations of this war, 
air control has always been the pre-

lude to military control. Or, to put 
/it more conservatively, air control 
makes military control possible. 

Now stop to consider what this 
means in the establishment of that 
second front which we all believe to 
be essential to a fatal blow against 
Hitler. : 

I have heard it said that no pro- 
gress has been made in the past 
|two months. Well, this much pro- 
gress has been made; that a mili- 
tary operation against Europe, 
which a few weeks ago was im- 
possible, is now definitely possible, 
even though the beginning of it is 
not yet in sight. 

In other words the past two 
months has seen the translation of 
the projected invasion of Europe 
from the field of wishful thinking 
to the field of potential reality. 

Who can say that that is not a 
highly vital gain? 


Dieppe 
| Tied up with this circumstance 
is the raid on Dieppe which is un- 
| doubtedly the most important and 
| significant event since June. | 

There has been a disposition to} 
bewail the heavy casualty list con- 
sequent upon this operation. It is 
true that casualties were heavy and 
immediate military, gains were 
slight. ; 

Judging the expedition on the 
basis of its own intrinsic accom- 
plishments, it would be easy to say 
that too high a price was paid for 
too small a victory. 

The raid on Dieppe, however, was 
not intended to justify itself as an 
isolated operation to be judged on 
its own merits. It was a trial in- 
vasion, a miniature replica of the 
| real thing. Its purpose was to gain 
experience looking towards a com- 
plete invasion. And there is no 
doubt that much valuable informa- 
tion was acquired. 

Thus, every life that was lost at 
Dieppe will save ten, fifty or per- 
haps a hundred lives later. 

The Dieppe expedition was sig- 
nificant, too, in that it indicated the 
intentions of the Allied Nations 
with regard to a full-scale invasion. 

Had such an invasion not been 
in the early plans of the Allies, the 
Dieppe affair would have had no 
meaning. It can only indicate one 
thing: that we are on the threshold 
of immense new movements and 
prodigious new engagements. 

The war is certain to break out} 
into astonishing new phases before 
many more weeks are past. 


Franco No Friend 


There has been a feeble chorus 
of rejoicing, this week, over the 
action of Francisco Franco of Spain| 
is throwing out of his cabinet Ser- 
rano Suner and other pro-Nazi 
ministers, 

Any optimistic hopes founded on 
| this report are both premature and_| 
poorly grounded. 
| Franco is a dictator. He is a fas- 
| cist. He is a totalitarian. By no pos-} 
sible stretch of the imagination 
| could he ever be a friend of ours. 
| It he rejects the Nazi proposals, 
it is not out of any consideration 
for us, but out of consideration for 
his own skin. 

The truth is that Franco fears 
revolution if he embroils the im- 
poverished and hungry Spanish 


|people in another war. He knows | 
that the swing of the Latin Ameri-| 
cans nations towards the Allies has 
struck a sympathetic response in) 
the people of Spain. ! 


He knows that the entrance of 
Brazil into the war is significant be- 
cause the association between Bra- 
zil and Portugal amounts almost to 
a partnership. And Franco would 
hesitate to undertake any major in- 
ternational step in which Portugal 
did not cooperate for the simple 
reason that Portugal is the natural 
base for an allied attack on Spain. 

Franco's action is no gesture of 
good-will towards us. It is a gesture 
of good-will towards Franco. 


Day of Prayer 

By royal proclamation, tomorrow 
is a National Day of Prayer. I hope 
everyone will observe it—not in a 
flippant or duty-bound manner, but 
earnestly and devotionally — be- 
cause we are too prone to forget 
the religious implications of this 
war. 

I do not believe there was ever 
a conflict in the earth's history, 
even including the crusades, in 
which the lines were drawn s0 
sharply between good and evil, 
light and darkness, God and the 
devil.

In fact I have a report showing 
Canada to be the only agricultural 
country in the world that prohibits 
| the manufacture of this product, 
| which doubtless is just as nourish- 
jing and wholesome as any cream- 
ery butter, and in addition has con- 
|siderably better keeping qualities 
| than butter. 

I notice frequently the delegates 
and representative beef producers 
| at thefr conventions, and statements 
to the press, charge the meat trade 
with practices detrimental! to the 
beef producers. I never yet heard 
of them protesting about the detri- 
mental and _ discriminating law 
made in the demands of the Na- 
tional Dairy Council to penalize the 
fat steer for having 40 pounds of 
edible and just as wholesome and 
|nourishing fat as the dairyman’s 
product. 

We might call animal fat “mar- 
garine,” a substitute for butter, but 
{it is not an inferior substitute. I 
| would asl how about the dairy in- 
| dustries substitute for real beef, 
they demand that their thousands 
of non-descript, sickly, inferior, 
| worn-out derelict off-cast animals, 
be marketed and sold to the con- 
Sumers as a substitute for the beef 
| producer's real beef. 

I maintain the dairy industries 
jlow grade inferior substitute for 
| beef has done the beef producers a 
hundred times more harm than the 
{manufacturing of the animal fat 
margarine can do to the powerful 
dairy interests. 

I say to beef producers, insist on 
your perfectly wholesome fat being 
| marketed in the form of animal fat 
margarine, as it is done in other 
agricultural countries. ‘ 

I would, much prefer animal fat 
margarine as a butter substitute 
than the dairy industries’ inferior 
low grade animals as a beef sub- 
stitute

Trucker Wanted 
In Wife’s Death 
Is Found Dead 


Fred Malmas, 31-year-old Win- 
field, Alta., truck driver who dis- 
appeared shortly after his wife 
was murdered in her bed August 
23, was found drowned in a 
shallow lake about four miles 
east of Winfield, at 11:30 a.m. on 
Saturday. 

Malmas has been the object of 
an intensive search by R.C.M.P. 
since it was first found that he had | 
disappeared. 

His wife, 23-year-old mother of 
an infant, was found dead in her 
bed by a neighbor at 2:30 p.m. on 
August 23. Her head was crushed 
in as if struck by a heavy, blunt 


object. The infant, lying in a crib 
near the bed, was unharmed. 


TRUCK FCUND 

Malmas’ truck was found driven 
off the road about four miles east 
of Winfield the following day, and 
since that discovery, the immediate 
vicinity has been the scene of the 
most intensified search. 

R.C.M.P. from the Wetaskiwin 
and Breton detachments, assisted 
by Corp. Walker of the Edmon- 
ton headquarters, scoured the 
thickly wooded area surrounding 
Winfield, and at the same time 
spread their dragnet to other 
Parts of the province, working on 
the possibility that he may have 
left the truck as a decoy and es- 
caped the territory. 


Concentration however had been 
placed upon the swampy land and 
shallow waters of a small lake 
situated near the spot the truck 
was left. 

Malmas'’ body was found in the 
water at 11:30 a.m. Saturday, after 
several days of dragging opera- 
tions. 

The body was discovéred by | 
Det.-Sgt. Broadribb and _ Sgt. 
Walker. of the Edmonton detach- | 
ment of the R.C.M.P. Later it was | 
identifid by Malmas’ brothers 


VIEWED BODY 


Dr, C. D, Kidd, Leduc coroner, 
saw the body together with ah in-| 
quest jury. It was then taken to 
Wetaskiwin and buried there Sun- 
day. Inquest into the death of Mal- 
mas and his wife was scheduled 
for Tuesday. 

Inquest jury in Malmas’ death 
were; J. A. Woodbridge, foreman; 
H. L. Armitage, E. M. Reid, A. C. 
Engler, A. Samuel, Jury deciding 
the cause of death of Mrs. Malmas 
are; Mr. Woodbridge, Mr. Armi- 
tage, Mr. Reid, J. P. Harmacy, Mr.

Police declared Tuesday the 
murder obviously was one of jeal- 
ousy. There had been a great deal 
of trobule between Malmas and his 
wife. They had been married 18 
months and he Was to have left 
two weeks ago on active service 
with the Canadian army.

Britain's third anniversary  of| 
war was signalized by the release | 
of official statements which make 
interesting reading. The Air Min-| 
istry says that it has not yet tm- | 
ployed 10 per cent of its opera-| 
tional aircraft against Germany, 
and that it is perfectly capable 
of carrying out thousand plane 
raids indefinitely 

The Admiralty reports that a 
record number of submarines 
were sunk in the months of 
July and August, “The results | 
are encouraging,” said the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, “but we 
wish to do better still.” | 

New ship construction in British 
vards has far outstripped the out- 
put achieved in the first three 
vears of the last war, and naval 
losses have been made good in 
every class. The War Office, re- 
viewing the position of the army, 


points out that » greater striking 
force is assembled in the British | 
Isles than ever before, and. the 


feeling throughout Britain is that 
an offensive is sure to be under-| 
taken this year 

Perhaps the attitude of the High 
Command is revealed in the care- 
fully phrased official statement 
that the military power now as- 
sembled in the British Isles 
“brings operations on a Continent- 
al scale within the range of possi- 
bility.” Three quarters of a mil- 
lion tons deadweight of new ship- 
ping was launched from Ameri- 
can shipyards in~ the month of 
August, and if anti-submarine | 
measures which are now proving 
their effectiveness are applied} 
even more successfully in the} 
next two or three months, the, 
shipping situation ought to show 
a marked improvement.

out suffering to any great extent.” 

He said the C.N.R. was pretty 
well mixed up with the war busi- 
ness and making a great contribu- 
tion to the country’s war effort. 
Its plants were being used for the 
manufacture of guns and muni- 
tions, and had also undertaken the 
construction of some 10,300 ton 
cargo vessels. The company was 
operating also a number of ships 
seized from Germany, Italy and 
other Axis courtries as well as its 
own line of vessels 

Commenting on the labor sup- 
ply problem, Mr. Vaughan said, 
more than 10,000 C.N.R, em- 
ployees were on active service. 
So far the company has been able 
to get replacements to take 
care of requirements. Staft 
members, he added, were work- 
ing harder and longer to meet 
the traffic demands on the sys- 
tem. 

He said that women were being 
employed in offices and other} 
branches of the system where their | 
services could be utilized to a 
much larger extent than formerly. 


NO ELIMINATIONS 

“We are not contemplating the 
elimination of any branch lines 
now in operation,” Mr. Vaughan 
stated. “Of course, I do not know 
what the future will bring forth, 
but as long as conditions remain 
as they are, we are not contemplat- 
ing any program in this connec- 
tion.” 

He said the company had been 
lifting rails on lines which were 
not in use and using the material 
salvaged on other lines or dispos- 
ing of it. 

Commenting on his visit to the 
Brtish Columbia district, Mr. 
Vaughan said there was tremend- 
ous activity along the line from 
Jasper Park to Prince Rupert 
and also on the south line to Van- 
couver, 


“Although a very heavy volume 
of business is being done by the 
Macdonald Hotel here, there is no 
intention of adding to the structure 
at present. Even if an extension 
were decided on now there would 
be great difficulty in securing the 
building materials under war con- 
ditions, Mr. Vaughan stated.
